For Saturday 

(1) There will be a permitted street closure for this Saturday December 10th. This event will begin at 11 AM on 5th Street north of 
Pershing Square, and wind through the Financial District, eventually concluding with a rally at 3rd and Hope.

For Sunday 

(3) No protest marches. There will be a large celebration for the Virgen of Guadalupe at Olvera Street, that will may result in a street 
closure of Main Street overnight. The closure will likely be from Sunday at 9 PM until Monday at 6 AM. 



By way of advance notice, next weekend (Dec 17th and 18th), there will be a permitted Trump Protest March each day. While the 
routes are not locked in, they will be in the downtown area. Saturday's march (Answer LA) will begin near Union Station and end near 
Pershing Square. Sunday's (Immigration Rights) will start at Pershing Square and end near City Hall. Both will begin near 11 AM and 
end near 3-4 PM. More details next week when they are finalized. LAPD and DOT will be at scene for crowd management and traffic 
control/diversion.
